There is the great drawWk, however, that a Uy is 
reported to exist in the lower part of the plain, which if not tho tsetse, 
rewtmbles it by its Hto killing cattle. The speewneu of the riv shewn 
to tin was not tho tsetse, but belongs to tho blood-racking tribe. Tho 
Mongolia Inal at one time lived in the hollows, I sat removed farther 
np the hills to *tvo their cuttle.
